MORE BLOOD SPILLED 

Rioting Still Continue. q»|i> 
MANT ENOOUNTmrTAKftPIAOE

Bbumocls, April 18.— The indnRtrisl 
Tttolfl^on Mgainst the chamber of dep- 
atieji is in full progresa. nnd every day 
'fireth accessions to tlie ranks of thone 
who demand universal sufTrage are re- 
ported. Yesterday a thousand of the 
k dock laborers in Antiirerp joined the 
iQOTement and mach t^citemevt pre- 
railM at that port Tba itrikers have 
out off commniiicrftion with the Teuels 
lying at the quays by throwing their 
glUtgways into the river. 

They indulged in t)ther riotous dein- 
onstrations and became so threatening 
that the military had to bo (•alle<l out to 
preservt! order. No conflirtu have yet 
OCCUrreil, but the attitude of thejitrikers 
is very threateniir|r, ami tronijlo is ex- 
pecte<l at any moment. The streets and 
open places in the vicinity of the 
wharves are filled with ntrikers and 
hourlv their ranks are being Hwelled 
with laborers and others. It is hoped 
that the presence of tlic military will 
hold the strikers in check. The strikn 
will perhaps delay the departure < f 
some of the ocean steamers* sailing from 
Antwerp. 

Extroardinary military meaaures will 
be adopted to preserve order in this 
dtj. Strong forces of Chasseurs au'l 
carbiners ore arriving with t vi ry train. 
All officers have received a city in a ji ou 
which is marked a nentrul zone from 
which the crowds are to he excluded. 
In this zone are the Palais Jfe La Nation 
Where parliament meets, all the minis- 
terial bureaus and the royal palace. It 
ia reported the premier ha» i)r()|H)se't 
to the king that parliament be di.solvc <l 
and a general election be held, .lansun. 
the Radical leader in the chanHier, is 
■aid to have demaAdod an audience 
with the king. 

The governor of the province of Brai- 
bant, in which this city is sitnated, has 
instructed all mayors of cities and 
towns within Itis administrative dis- 
trict that they must prohibit all public 
demonstrations for universal sutfrage. 

The Brussels couipositors have de- 
cided to strike. BrasMla consequently 
will have no newspapers except as are 
printed by noniuuon compositors. The

A dispatch trom Mens savs: When 
the strikers from the Bonridge district 
attempted to force their way into the 
town the civil guards drew up in battle 
line aad the commanding ofScer bid 
them in the king's name to withdraw. 
Instead of au answer the strikers at 
once commenced to pelt the military 
with stotaee. The guard thereupon fired 
into the crowd, killing seven and 
wounding over lOo. A great number 
of the guards were injured. 
• The anxiety as to coming events is in 
tense. The news from Mons and Ant- 
werp has stricken the more prosperous 
classes with panic. There is 'a general 
tendency to urge the deputies to decide 
the question of luffrage, and not to be 
too sparing of oonoeanoni to the popu 
lar demand.

Chicago, April 18.- Numbers of Chi- 
nese now on their way to this country 
will bo liable to meet with trouble in 
.San Francisco if the dispatches from 
there are correct. These state that 
KiU Chinese are aboard one of, the Pa- 
cific steamers bonnd for San Franciloo, 
and on the following steamer is another 
batch of 5(X). 

A special measure was passed through 
congress last year granting the com- 
missioners permission to import 200 
Chinese, who were to take part in the 
Chinese exhibit. More than iOQ. can 
not be admitted unless they dui pro- 
duce certificates from the Chinese gov- 
ernment certifying that they are CZ the 
merchant class and not laborers.

Hazbltdn, Pa., April la— A fire 

broke out in tlio pumpliouse at the bet 
tom of the first lift of Crystal Ridge 
colliery, operated by A. Pardee & Com 
pany. Two jjumpmen endeavored to 
extinguish the llames, but were unable 
to do BO and fled, reaching the surface 
in safety. Fire gangway men, Mike 
Btirke, Edward Bgyto, William Dinkey 
Henry Cook, Sr.. and Henry Cook, Jr, 
were caught in the mine, but it is 
thought reached a place of safety.

Neav Orleans, April 18.— Advices 
from Hondoras oonfinn reports of the 

success of the rel>els. General Barillo 
had been besieging the capitol of Tegu 
ciagalpa.for a month jmst, engaging tin 
forces of Qenferal Vasijuez in freijuent 
skirmishes.

Atiie.vs, April 18.— Zante, one of the 
principal Ionian islands, was visited by 
a most destructive earthquake, result- 
ing in great loss of life and property. 
The shock appears to have been most 
violent in the city of Zante. tlie greater 
part of which was destroyed. Tlie peo- 
ple are panic-stricken and the authori- 
ties helpless. The streets ar^impassa* 
ble, being filled with masses of stone 
and timber, the wreckage of houses 
which were thrown down by the earth- 
quake. 

Thus far the Inxlies of 20 persons 
killed liy t.dling walls have been re- 
moved from the debris, and it is feared 
that many more dead are still in the 
ruins. The number of persons injured 
runs up into the hundreds. Everything 
is in contusion and the work of search- 
ing for bodies and the injured can not 
be pursued systematically. The greater 
portion of the innabitants have tied to 
the islands back of the city, wli^re they 
wander about in a distracted manner, 
bewailing the loss of their homes and 
property. 

A large number of tents that were 
taken to Zante to shelter the people who 
were rendered homeless by the former 
earthquakes have again been setup, and 
under them some of the women and 
children have taken refnge. 

The city presents a scene of desola- 
tion, and it is doubtful if it ever recov- 
ers from the series of misfortunes that 
have befallen it within tin- past three 
months. There is bound to be an enor- 
mous amount of suffering, and outside 
aid will be urgently retiuired to pre- 
vent sickness and starvation. 

The shock occurred at 7:80 a. m. 
^loet of the bnildings that stood erect 
after the shocks of FelngMXM^ ICaroh 
were either thrown «H^Blwtt«r«d 
so as to be unsafe for oMHIqr. Tho 
chun h of St. Dionysius ana the govern* 
ment offices were thrown down. Ad- 
vices from the interior show that the 
whole island has been devastated. Many 
villages have been destroyed, and it is 
tiiought that the loss of life has been 
very great. 

News of the disaster comes in very 
slowly, as comwnatotlOB with the in- 
terior of the island has been greatly 
interrupted by the distruction of many 
of the telegi.iph lines. The full extent 
of the calamity can not be estimated at 
present. Warships will be dispatched 
from the Piraeus with clothing, previa* 
ions and medicine for the sufferers. 

It is pdnted out here that the Zante 
disaster is a confirmation of the predic- 
tion made a few davs ago by Professor 
Falb, who predicted the former earth- 
quakes and that a disturbance 
more disabtrous than the recent 
on» s would occur on April 16 or 17. 
His prediction has proved true, for this 
shock is the worst that -has ever visted 
Zante, which is noted for its earth- 
quakes.
